“Feeble Folk.” 

Tolstoy has 'incurred the wrath of 
Ex President Roosevelt^byjyying that 
“Bryan represented the party ^ of 
peace” in the last campaign, and . the 
“mighty hunter” pauses long enough 
to administer a rebuUe to the Russian 
philosopher. He says t y 

has swayed “only the feeble folk and 
the fanatic folk.” There now, let 
Tolstoy wipe the blood off of ‘.his face 
and take a back seat. 

So wonder that Mr. Roosevelt does 
not like Tolstoy— they represent oppo- 
site schools of t.hought.^ Mr. Roosevelt 
is the exponent of the brute force 
idea— v/ith him nian is an animal and 
must be ready to kill any other animal 
that opposes his plans. With Tolstoy 
man rs the spiritual agent of God and 
is bound to observe spiritual laws. 

Mr. Roosevelt thinks that man 
would degenerate without an occas- 
sional oppf)rtunity for blood letting ; 
Tolstoy believes that love is greater 
than force and the man is ennobled by 
accepting love as the controlling prin- 
ciple of life. Naturally Mr. Roose- 
velt thinks that the world can be scar- 
ed into peace when’arinaments become 
great enough to make each nation 
afraid of every other nation. Tolstoy 
believes that the spirit that leads 
nations to desire big navies v;ilf lead 
them to use them without excuse, and 
he insist that a good example will do 
more than a threat to prevent war. 

This fundamental difference between 
Roosevelt and Tolstoy is not, however, 
now. When Jesus visited a village of 
Samaria and the people refused to re- 
ceive him some of the disciples sug- 
gested that fire should be called down 
from heaven to avenge the insult; but 
the master rebuked them and said ; 
“Ye kno.v net what manner of spirit 
ye are of ; for the Son of Man has not 
come to destroy men’s lives, but to 
save them.” Suppose he had sacid. : 
“We will thrash them until they un- 
derstand who we are,” how different 
would have been the history of 
Christianity ! Compare, if you will, 
the swaggering, bullying, brutal doc- 
trine of Roosevelt with the golden rule 
of Tolstoy and the amendment, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 

Again, Christ answered one who 
would use force to defend him by say- 
ing: “They that drew the swoid .‘^hall 
perish by the sword.” 

Tolstoy has good authority for his 
position — better than Mr. Roosevelt 
can offer for his bullying and swagger- 
ing policy. Mr. Roosevelt will hardly 
charge all the followers of^The E’rince 
of Peace with being, “feeble folk and 
fanatic folk, ’’says the Commoner.

The Way Nature Forms and Fixes 
Them In the Gums. 

THEY ARE MOT MADE OF BONE. 

Teeth Are Really Skin Structures In 
Respect to Their Modo of Origin. 
The Variety of Form V/hich Adapts 
Them For Varying Uses. 

Familiar to everybody as are the 
teeth, few persons, save those who 
have dipped into their history viewed 
from the scientific side, cau form an 
adequate idea regarding their true na- 
ture. If the man in the street were 
asked to construct a classified list of 
his bodily belongings he would almost 
certainly place teeth in the section 
which included the bones. There ap- 
pears reason for liis choice. Teeth are 
hard and bouelike in structure, and 
they are fixed iu the jaws. These facts 
vrould seem ou the face of things to 
justify the inclusion of the teeth i:i 
the list of skeletal structures. Tins 
view of the teeth, however, is readily 
proved to be incorrect. AVe have only 
to appeal to nature's way of making a 
tooth— in other words, to study its de- 
velopmcnt— to assure ourselves that 
teeth are not bones at all, but struc- 
tures of a very different kind. 

Tlio first indication of tooth forma- 
tion begins in very early life with the 
formation of a groove in tlio gtim, or 
mucous mor.ibr :i:c lining the inni-:th. 
This furrov i.; ti:e birthnlcco < f the 
teeth. !'rc: 1 tljo groove c.rise as m :ny 
little projiv tiem; cf tlio gum as there 
are to bo (cctlr. Each piojoction we 
call a papni.T. 

Now. this little body contains a p!on- ! 
liful supnl" of blood vessels, do.qineJ 
to brnig to it the raw laalorial— bleed 
—out of which not tcetli alone, but all 
other organs, tissues and secretions, 
are manufactured. The papilla, be- 
sides, is coi;iposed of and particularly 
invested with living cells of special 
kind. Those colls are to be regarded 
as the workmen which fabricate the 
tooth. The material specially required 
for tooth for:uation consists of com- 
pounds of lime associated with other 
substances. ' 

Around the papilla and upon it, as 
ou a mold, the bard material of the 
tooth is deposited. It is elaborated 
into a substance which, under the 
microscope, shows a special structure 
of its own, dilToring widely from that 
which is represented in bone. The 
great bulk of a tooth consists of ivory 
or doiitine, as it i.s also called. This 
Is a dense, hard substance which 
shows a texture composed of an in- 
finite variety of miiToscopic tubules. 

But at the crown of the tooth os- 
[lecially wo meet with a layer of dif- 
ferent kind and of still harder con- 
sistence. Tills is the enamel, which 
ranks as the hardest substance in the 
body. Its position on the crown of 
the tooth bears a relation to the resist- 
to wear and tear the tooth is in- 
tended to exliibit, the softer ivory be- 
ing thus protected from the obviou.s 
results of the process of attrition. 
Thus on the papilla, as on a living 
mold, the tooth is formed, its sub- j 
stance coming to cover, as in an en- j 
velope, the little projection itself. 1 
liOng before the tooth, however, is 
completed the groove in the gum has j 
become partitioned off into a series of 
sacs or compartments. The furrow 
itself becomes converted into a tube 
by the upward growth aud uuiou of 
its edges in the middle line. Then 
succeeds division into sacs, in each of 
wliich a papilla is present and iu each 
of which a developing tooth is con- 
tained. 

If the hard materials of the tooth be 
found around the papilla we discover 
thus that the tooth is a hollow and not 
a solid structure, for the pulp inside 
every tooth, a substance richly sup- 
plied with nerves and blood vessels, 
really represents the papilla of the 
early stages. The tooth's nourishment 
is thus duly provided for, since proc- 
esses of the pulp pass into the minute 
tubules of the ivory and so contribute 
to the maintenance of the vitalitj’ of 
the organ. 

When the tooth is completed within 
its sac. all that remains is for it to ap- 
I>car in the jaw, in which provision 
has been made for its fixation. A 
tooth “outs’’ the gum when through 
iipAvard pressure on the sac it bursts 
through its investment aud takes tlie 
place nature has mapped out for it iu 
the armamentarium of the mouth. 

Now. iu all this history theyo is no 
liint given us of any connection be- 
tween bene formation and tooth devel- 
opment save indeed for the connection 
between the two structures in the 
jaw. The gum is the px’csent tissue of 
the teeth, and the gum is simplj* tiio 
skin layer of the body folded Inward 
at the mouth to form the lining mem- 
brane of that cavity, while it is con- 
tinued on\;:ard, with variations in its 
organization, to form the lining of the 
digestive tubes as well. Teeth arc 
Ihcrefore truly skin structures in ro- 
ipect of their mode of origin, which, 
after all. is the sure.st and indeed the 
•mly test of the nature of auy living 
I issue or part.

The iiapilla, be- 
sides, is composed of and particularly 
invested with li*.*ing cells of special 
kind. Thes«? cells are to be regarded 
as the workmen which fabricate the 
tooth. The material specially required 
for tooth formation consists of com- 
pounds of lime associated with other 
substances. 

Around the papilla and upon it, as 
on a mold, the hard material of the 
tooth is deposited. It is elaborated 
into a substance which, under the 
microscope, shows a special structure 
of its own, differing widely from that 
w*hich Is represented iu bone. The 
great bulk of a tooth consists of ivory 
or dentine, as it i.s also called. This 
Is a den.se, hard substance which 
shows a texture composed of an in- 
finite variety of microscopic tubules. 

But at the crown of the tooth es- 
l»ocialIy wc meet with a layer of dif- 
ferent kind and of still harder con- 
sistence. This is the enamel, which 
ranks as the hardest substance in the 
body. Its position on the crown of 
the tooth bears a relation to the resist- 
ance to wear and tear the tooth i.s in- 
tended to exhibit, the softer ivory be- 
ing thus protected from the obviou.s 
results of the process of attrition. 
Thus on the papilla, as on a living 
mold, the tooth is formed, its sub- 
stance coming to cover, as in an en- 
velope, the little projection itself. 

Long before the tooth, how*ever, is 
completed the groove in the gum has 
become partitioned off into a scries of 
sacs or compartments. The furrow 
itself becomes converted into a tube 
by the upward growth aud union of 
its edges in the middle line. Then 
succeeds division into sacs, in each of 
which a papilla is pre.sent aud iu each 
of which a developing tooth is con- 
tained. 

If the hard materials of the tooth be 
found around the iiapilla we discover 
thus that the tooth is a hollow and not 
a solid structure, for the pulp inside 
everj* tooth, a substance richl5* sup- 
plied with nerves and blood vessels, 
really represents the papilla of the 
early stages. The tooth's nourishment 
is thus duly provided for, since proc- 
esses of the pulp pass into the minute 
tubules of the ivory and so contaibute 
to the maintenance of the vitality of 
the organ. 

When the tooth is completed within 
its sac, all that remains is for it to ap- 
pear iu the jaw, in which provision 
has been made for its fixation. A 
tooth ‘•cuts” the gum when through 
upward pres.‘=:uro on the sac it burstii 
through its investment and ‘takes the 
place nature has mapped out for it iu 
the armamentarium of the mouth. 

Now, iu all this history thepe Is no 
hint given us of any connection be- 
tween bene formation aud tooth devel- 
opment save indeed for the connection 
between the two structures in the 
jaw. The gum is the present tissue of 
the teeth, and the gum is simply the 
skin layer of the body folded Inward 
at the mouth to form the liuing inem- 
braue of that cavity, while it Is con- 
tinued on\::ard. with variations in its 
organization, to form the lining of the 
digestive Uibes as well. Teeth are 
therefore truly skin structures in'ro- 
»I>ect of their mode of origin, which, 
after all, is the sure.^^t aud indeed the 
•mly test of the nature of any living 
I issue or part.
